When to Sell Poultry. 

It should bo a rule never to sell a 
fowl until it is made very fat A hen 
weighing six pounds should lie made to 
weigh seven. Tho one pouud extra is 
not muoh, but it adds two cents u pound 
to the price of tlie whole carcass. A 
six pound hen which would sell at 10 
ceuta a pound, making CO cents, if fatted 
and weighing seven pounds would bring 
13 cents a pound, or W cents for the 
fowl. Here we see by pinking a fowl 
fat there is a dear addition of 14 cents 
to the total stun and 10 cents tot t he ex- 
tra pound, equivalent to 40 per cent

Promlnmit AptertiU 1 Opinion, on Ihp 
Spneltiff of Du Corns*. 

Numbered with other Interesting 
tions Aisruaseil *t the last meeting of tho 
International Beekeepers' am x.'ial ion was 
tile lunch Vexed one ot how far to space 
Combs. Consideration was first given to 
the natural space lietween combs. While 
mine of t he 'mein tier* present went of tho 
opinion that the tier* followed no rule in 
spacing theeombs, tlio majority appeared 
to hold that tho preference of beea in a 
natural state was one and a half inches. 

Ernest R. Root made the statement 
that the average found in nature was 
one and a half inches for brood and sur- 
plus cotuba when taken together. His 
observation was tlmt naturally built 
coinba arc spaced all the way from one 
and throe -eighths to two and a half 
Inches, but be believed that bees in a 
natural state preferred one and a half 
inches. He also believed tho bees would 
put more brood and less honey in the 
brood nest if they were only one and 
three-eighth# Indies ^p:i:t. 

William Lyon, of Burlington, la., had 
found, an tho result of considerable ex- 
perimenting in tho matter, t-hat it is a 
good plan at the opening of the season 
to movo tlic fraino.i cloeor together, as 
near ns one and live-sixteenths from cen- 
ter to center, to prevent the storing of 
too ranch honey in tho brood chamber. 
Ho found that this narrowing np of the 
spare would drive tin* hr. e into tho sec- 
tions better than anything ho hud evoi 
triad. Ho moves hn frames together 
every spring, and moves them spurt 
again in the fall, tto that tire combs get 
sufficient honey f-.»r winter stores, ami 
the bees get more room between the 
brood combs to duster. He attributes 
his success in getting bees iuto the sec- 
tions to this method. 

A. N. Draper and Dr. Maeon reported 
success with spacing tho comb one and 
one-fourth indies from center to center. 
Tliis was generally considered as being 
too close. Mr. L. C. Axtoll favored one 
and three -eighths, undid also B. Taylor 
and some others. 

A. I. Root expressed the opinion that 
one and one-fourth inches apart does 
not give sufficient room. Uo did uot 
believe the bees were at ease in so short 
a sinks'. 

J. M. Hamburg said that what the 
beekeeper wants to know is how to pro- 
duce the most honey.

We infer, then, that phosphates 
applied to clay s-iils, or sandy soils with 
good i hiy subsoils, are held until used by 
plants, or at least the larger part of 
them. Ou such soils, therefore, heavy 
annual applications are not wasteful. 
On sumly soils, without clay foundation, 
however, heavy applications arc not ad- 
visable, since that not appropriated by 
the woi* to which it is applied may 
leach lieyond the reach of the roots of 
cultivated plants.

Entrance to Chair Htvea. 

C. (Jero, of Pennsylvania, who ntili^ef 
boxes received with plume end fruit trees 
says in The American Deo Journal: "Tin 
liottom I munis of ray hives extend ou’ 
about six inches in front of the hive. Thi. 
being nailed totwo pieces of 2 by 4 scant- 
ling, I take a bottom Imurtl, place it ii 
the box with tho front end close up tc 
the front side of tho Iwx uu l then make 
an entrance through tiki front side of the 
box on a level with tho bottom txiard. 
Tle-n put the hive on the bottom board 
in tho box, und if you want n tliree inch 
space between the box and hive take n 
piece of board that wide and one inch ot 
more longer than you want the entrance: 
nail to the under side ot this board cleatf 
three-eighths of an inch thick, place thit 
between the hive and the box to corre- 
spond with the entrance of each; then 
crowd the hive up to it and pnt in the 
packing. This makes an entrance so that 
the bee. con fly whenever the weather is 
suitable. As every part of the hive i. 
packed you will have to nail a piece on
